on ^r satellite paper and it is intended we will Incorporate 
all?^tate*s comments with the exception of one which is being 
studied* Mr, Wisner stated this revised paper would reach the 
Direptor soon and he urged Mr, Dulles to find an opportunity 
to read it and furnish his comments before departing on his 
trip, Mr, Dulles indicated he would do this and Mr, Wisner 
commented that the Director might wish to place the paper in 
question before the OCB since it would not take much preparation 
on the part of the members — Messrs, Jackson and Gordon Gray 
have read it as has Mr, Murphy of State and it can be assumed 
that he has or will bring it to the attention of Mr, Hoover. 

b. Referred to discussions at recent Deputies* Meetings 
respecting Pakistan’s proposal for a Southeast Asia food bank 
and noted we had been pursuing this rather vigorously, however, 
there was a certain amount of foot dragging on the part of the 
lower levels in State. The Director said if DD/P would furnish 
him a paper on this question he would place it before the OCB. 
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
